cc.>tnujission for any violation thereof, or whenever 
the continuance of such license shall lie deemed by 
the commission not conducive to the interest of le- 
gitimate racing. But it said license is refused or 
revoked said commission shall publicly state its rea- 
sons for so doing, and said rea.sous shall la; written 
in full in the minute laaik of said coiniuissioti, which 
shall at all times lie .subject to inspection u|>on appli- 
cation of anyruie desiring so to do. Said finding of 
said commission shall be subject to the rt'view of 
the courts of compoteut jurisdictUiu. Provided, 
tliat tile refusal of the r-ommission to grant any 
racing association a license, or to assign a racing 
association at least thirty days in each year, if 
desired for racing at such association, and the ib-- 
eision of such commission revoking any license of 
any assiK-iation sliail lie subject to review of the 
courts of the state. 

“.See. 4. Be it further enacted, etc.. That every 
riinni'ig race meeting at which racing shall be per- 
niilted for any stake, purse or reward, except as al- 
lowed li.v this act, is hereby declared to be a public 
iiuisanee, and every person acting or aiding therein 
shall 1 m- deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and piiu- 
islied liy a fine of not less than five hundred dollars 
iMir more than one thousand dollars, for each day of 
sueh meeting or racing; and in addition thereto, in 
u suit brought for tlie purpose by the state racing 
eommi.ssion in a court of comiietent jurisdiction in 
the parish where it may be pro|M)sed to conduct such 
unautlwirired racing, an injimction may be obtained 
against tlie same. 

“See. ,'i. Be It further enactotl, etc.. That this 
act sliall not apply to trotting meetings, or races, 
nor to races conducted by any state, parish or other 
fair assiK'iation laildiiig not more than one meeting an- 
niialiy. aud for a period not excee»iing six days for 
such meeting, nor to races at festivals, picnics or 
fairs given by aud for the benefit of any fraternal, 
benevideut or religious organization. 

“Sec. (!. Be it further enacted, etc.. That the 
general oflice and domicile of tlie slate racing coni- 
uiissiou shall lie in tlic parish of Orleans. Meetings 
of the isiniinissioii shall he held at its domicile or 
in any other jnirish of this state on the call of the 
eliainnan, or of tlie vice cliainiiau in the absence, 
iiiabilit.v or refusal of the cliainuan. or of four 
members of the eommissiou in the aliseiicc. inaliility 
or refusal of tiotb tin- eliarmaii and vice-cliairnian. 



Tulsa. Okla., Aiiril 13. — No untoWard lucideiit 
marred the opening of the Tulsa Jockey Club’s spring 
iiietiting tixlay. It bad liccn exiieeted that .\djutaut- 
General Canton, who is liere as tlie sjiecial rep- 
resentative <if Governor l>-e Criiee, might make 
some move to carry into effect the governor’s threat 
to call out tlic militia if necessary to prevent bet- 
tin.g in counvclion with tlie racing. Betting there 
was ami in pleiit.v, but no move was made either 
against the bookmakers or the management of the 
track. 

A large crowd was in attendance and the four 
bookmakers tliat laid odds were kept busy tlirough- 
oiit tlie aftcriKJon. Jockey Gargau carried off the 
rilling honors by finishing first with Charley Brown 
and Short.v Northeut in the opening and closing 
races. Tlie track was heavy and esiiecially so along 
the rail. .Maiidadero, a contender in the fourth 
race, aii|ieared to sttfler the most from this, as he 
was inclined to hear in and the boy seemed unable 
to take bint oitt where the- belter going prevailed. 

T. .McCullough was granted a jockey’s license to- 
day liy tlie Tulsa JiK-key Club, after a suspension 
of almost three years on aci-ouut of a bad looRing 
ride on Tern’s Trick at Butte, .Mont. This boy was 
recently restored to goorl standing by Judge Martin 
Nathansoii, wlio snsiiended him. 

Two favorites were uunihereil among the day’s 
winners. 'These were Sleepland and Orlmar Lad. 



Tlic text of the lull in full is as follows; 

“All .Vet to allow riiiiuing race meetings by c-or- 
porations formed for the imrpose; to establish a 
Stale Uaciiig Comiiiission and proviile oUicers of 
same: to designate its jKiwors and duties; to pro- 
vide a penalty for violations of tlie provisions of 
tills .Vet: to e.vcmiit trotting races aud «ithcr ra<s*s; 
to ilcsignale the iloniicilc of the commission: to )iro- 
vid<- liiiw its meetings shall be called and where 
lield; til provide a revenue: to limit the expenditure; 
to distrilinte tlic tialauco to its credit; to reiieal Act 
."i7 of 1!K)S in so far as tlie same prohibits and i>en- 
alizcs tlK,' operation of French mutnel iMXiling de- 
vices and to repeal all laws or parts of laws in con- 
diet wltli tills .Vet. 

“Section 1. Be it cnacti’d by the General .Vssetn- 
bly Ilf the State of Louisiana, That any coriKiratiou 
|■‘u■mell for the iiiiriMise of racing and lireetliug or 
mipno iiig tlio lireeil of horses and conducting races 
and (--iiiK-sis of s;iee<l. sliall have the iniwer and 
right, siiliject to tlie provisions of tliis Act, to liold 
OIK or more niiiliiiig race iii‘M*tings in each year, 
and to hold. iiiHiiilaiii ami conduct riimiiiig ract-s at 
sccli uiei-liiigs. .At viicti inc-tiiigs the corporation tu 
the owners of tile horses engaged in such races, or 
Olliers who are md purtici)iaiils in tiie racing, may 
■ (iiitrilnite piii-ses. jirizes. preniinms or stakes to lie 
coiiK-stisl for; lint no person <n- persons other than 
the owner <ir owners of a liorse or horses eoiitesting 
in a race sliall have any iM-ciiniary interest in a 
purse, (irize. premium or stake coiitest-'d for in su<‘h 
race, or lie 4-iitilled to. or receive any portion thereof 
after stii-li race shall have been finislied: and the 
whole of siieli purse, prize, (iremium or stake shall 
Im- allotted ill accordance with the terms and coiidi- 
lions of sncli riii-e. No nmning races are authorized 
or shall be |icrmitted on Sundays nor except between 
simris4- and sunset. 

“Sec. 3. Be it fnrtlier enacted, etc.. That a .State 
Kaciiig t'ouimission is liereliy estnblislu-d. to con- 
sist of seien persons to Is- aiijHiinted b.v llie governor 
I'roni the Supreme foiirt dislriets of tlie slate, viz; - 
two fi'iini tile first district, one from tie- seeotul dis- 
1rii-t. one from llie lliird district and one form 
the fourth district: aud two from the state at large; 
four of wliom shall lie breeders or raisers of stm-k, 
and no two oT wliom shall be tnt-uiliers of the same 
lining association. 

“ Tlie nieniliers of said coniuiissieii sliall bold their 
eltices for a term of four years, and the first eoin- 
mission sliall ia> apiioiiited within thirt.v days after 
tills ii(-t siiall go intti effi-cl. Sueli eommissiou shall 
elect a ciiairmaii and a t ice-eliairman from among 
tlii-ir own nnuilier and :i|i|Miint a sis-retary. wlio shall 
S4TV4- during its pleasure, but who shall not be a 
memlier of the eommissiou, and wiiosi- duty it sliall 
lie to kec|i a full and faithful record <if its pro- 
eeisliiigs. and pr*-serve at its general ofliee all 
iHsiks. maps. diM-iim-'iiis and papers intrusted t<i its 
care and in-rform siieli otlier duties as llie eoni- 
niissioii ma.v prescribe. H,e sliall In- paid a salary to 
be fi.\ed liy tile coiiimissioii. which suliir.v sliall be 
paid out of the revenues received liy the commission. 

"Said c‘immissioii sliall liave full |iow<-r and iiii- 
tliority to make etmlraets and do every tiling tliat 
iii.-i.v lie ueeess.iry for the proper eoniluet of its 
Imsiiiess. 

“The commission shall, liieiiniall.v. make a full 
report to tile general asM-mlily of its proi-e<-dings for 
the two-year period ending with the tbirfietli day 
of .Viiril preceding tin- miH-ting of tlie geia-ral as- 
semlii.v and sliall eniluHl.v th^-rein sitcli suggestions 
aud recouiniendatioiis as if shall deem desirable. 

“Sec. IV-- it furlliivr enacted, etc.. That 

said eommissiou sliall have the laiwer to prescribe 
tlie rules, iv-gitiations and conditions tinder wliieli 
running races sliall be conducted in this state, and 
no siieli races shall he eondueted except b.v a eor- 
IMjration <ir associatkm duly licensed li.v said eoni- 
missioii. as herein iirovided. Any corporation <ir 
iiss-M-iatioTi desiring to conduct such racing ma.v an- 
nually apply to the state racing eominissioii for li- 
cense' so to do. If in the jiidgnieut of the eom- 
iiiissloii a rnnper ea.se for the issuance of siicli li- 
cense is sliown. it ma.v grant tlie same for a tenii 
of one year: and every sneli liivnse shall contain 
a eoiidition that all rai-CP or race meetings eon- 
diieted tlivreunder sliall be suiijcet to the rules, reg- 
ulations and eoiiditions fn-in lime to lime prescribed 
by the commission, and shall Ik- revocable by the
